As. to Specification 1 : Prisoner Gilpin was short one 
shirt on a clothing check. He' was accused of selling it to a Korean. 
Accused Yamazaki tied a roue around his neck and led him through the 
factory to point out the Korean,. Gilpin was unable to do this as 
there had been no transaction. He then proceeded to ridicule Gilpin 
before the factory workers. "Later Japs convinced e was telling 
truth and released him," (Exhibit 12 ), v. | 

Another Version is as follows: Gilpin was accused of 
trading his shirt with the Koreans for cigarettes. Accused ^amiyasu- 
miba forced Gilpin to hang- by his knees from the rungs of a ladder. . 
There were various ones involved but the witness saw only accysed 
Kamiyasumiba .strike him; however, others walked bv while he v/as so , 

suspended and slapped him (R 6 7, 68 and 69). 

Accused admitted he slapped Gilpin for trading his. shirt 
to a Korean.

in June, 194-5, prisoners DiSerio, Thurman, Stephenson, and Varga were 
„called from a formation and taken tfo the camp commander's office. A 
guard.pointed to some cigarettes on the table and began to question 
them m Japanese. Before the prisoners realized what he was talking 
about, they were dragged out to the court yard, stripped of clothing, 
and made to kneel with a large stick behind their-knees. Accused Hori 
and others beat them about the head, with‘a -"cobbled" shoe (except 
Stephenson). Then they were all beaten by the guards with a club. 
During this beating, the guards insisted that one of the prisoners 
knew of the theft of cigarettes. As a result of the mistreatment, 
their eyes, lips, noses, ancf ears were swollen and had begun to turn 
black and blue. About that time, Prisoner Roland stepped out of the 
formation .and—cijnfesjsed^that he had stolen the cigarettes and the four 
above mentioned' prisoners were told to nut on their clothes, Roland 
was ordered to strip and his hands were tied.behind him. A rope was 
placed from .his hands to his neck so tightly that he could hardly 
breathe. Fe was beaten with a shoe, clubs, a steel rod and a heavy 
leather belt,. After h.e became unconscious, he was placed in confine¬ 
ment for two weeks without clothes. The.weather was very cold parti- : 
cularly at night. Du-ring this confinement, he was constantly beaten, 
usually about midnight. Accused, Yamazaki, Shimizu, Famivasumiba, and 
Rori were present and participated in the beatings (R 62-64, 79, 82-85. 
113-118, 278-279)'3* 2, 3, 9, 10, 21, 27 , 44, 47, and 48). ’ ’ ’ 

As to S pecification I s Yhen Prisoner Roland had stepped! 
out and admitted stealing the cigarettes, as set forth in Specification 
2 above, accused Yamazaki ordered Contain Liles and all of the non¬ 
commissioned _officers to line up and strike Roland. Captain Liles re¬ 
fused to strike Roland and explained that in the American Army corporal 
punishment is not permitted. Accused Yamazaki struck C?ptain"Liles 
very hard blows on the jaw several times with a wooden slipper. His 

face was swollen and bruised for several days thereafter as a result 

of this beating (R 64, 82, 84, 116; Lx .21, 22, 47). 

As to Specification 4 ; Although. Captain Liles refused to. 
strike prisoner Roland, as set forth in Specification 3 above, the 
American non-commissioned officers were forced bv accused Yamazaki to 
line up and strike him with their fists and a belt. ' rT hen they.tried t.o 
strike himeasilv, they were forced to repeat the blow until it was of 
sufficient force to satisfy this accused (R 64 , 84 , 116 , 117 ; Ex 21 , 

As to Specification S ; The four accused in the present 

case, together with others, abused prisoner Mann in the following 
manner: 


Prisoner Farm had been stricken with cerebral malaria 
while in the Philippines prior to his incarceration at the ca^p. As 
a result, he freomently had lapses of memory and was not responsible 
for his actions. On one occasion, prisoner Vann wandered away from 
the camp. Upon recapture, he was beaten to such an extent that his 
body was covered with deep cuts and lacerations (Ex 8 ). Lieutenant 
Furishima beat him with a wooden bench about the head. Accused Hori 
and Shimizu were present (R 121). Lieutenant Furishima ordered the 
two accused to strike Mann. They complied,.using a leather strap 
(R 122). He was then confined to the guardhouse (Ex 13b, where he 
received,.but one-fourth of a daily ration (Ex 24). During the last 
•three days of this time, his hands were tied behind his back and he 
"had to eat out of his mess tin like a dog." (Ex 13 .).. Fann was taken 
out two nights and tiedi to a wooden structure which held up the water 
tank. He was then beaten until he became unconscious. After fifteen 
days, Iranri died (Ex 37). (Also supported bv R 64-67, PB-P 8 101, 107,

hen Knight told them someone had stolen the shirt thev 
forced him to remove his clothes and kneel on a ladder with octagon 
shaped rungs-;- The ladder was on about a three-foot grade.

GENE RAL EVIDENCE 

Accused Yamazaki Went to Nagoya Fain Camp and reported that 
Prisoner Fann had. escaped and he (Yamazaki) stayed overnight before 
returning to the branch.camp (R 147-14P, 155), The day after accused 
Yamazaki reported to the main camp, a telegram was received stating 
that j'ann had been found. (R 156-157). Zt~ takes from IP to 11 hours to 
return-from the main camp to the branch camp (R 157). Only the! guard 
commander had charge of the guardhouse when prisoners.were confined 
therein. Accused Yamazaki could not go into the guardhouse without 
special permission of the guard commander (R 149). Fa lor and minor 
confinement differed in that when in the major confinement, a prisoner 
received fewer blankets and less food than when in minor confinement 
(R 150). Only the main camp commander had the authority to confine 
prisoners to the guardhouse. Ait Funatsu, because of the distance .from- 
the main camp, the branch camn commander was empowered to confine 
prisoners to the guardhouse pending instructions from the main camp 
commander (R 152). Accused Yamazaki-was not at the camp when Mann was 
captured because .he had gone to the main camp to report his escape 
;(R .173). .The commanding officer of Furushima struck prisoner Mann 
with a chair in the office. He ordered all .-.the camp personnel present 
likewise to strike him (R 174). Accused Yamiyasumiba and accused Hori 
were not present (R 17*). After two clays in the guardhouse, prisoner 
Mann appeared’"queer in the^head" (R 177). Accused Yamazaki said he 
would like "to do something" for Mann. .The rest of the staff also ex¬ 
pressed the same opinion that they would like to aid Mann at the time 
when they were performing officer of the day -duties at Funatsu.

Certain prisoners stated that three A.merican prisoners in their group 
had stolen them.' This accused took these three to the office and 
questioned them, .They denied the theft. Accused Hori was present at 1 
the time (R 198). Two prisoners of war in the shoe repair shop pointed 
out; the three prisoners who were involved (R 199, 200). This accused 1 
struck each of the three once with his open hand. Accused Kamivasumibg 
was not there (R 201), Upon further questioning, two of the tree ad¬ 
mitted the theft. Accused then returned to Section Number 8, American 
quarters, and questioned the prisoners in an endeavor to learn if they 
possibly could have made a mistake. Upon ascertaining that he was - 
correct, accused assembled 20 non-commissioned officers and ordered T 
them to strike with a leather strap across the buttocks the prisoner 
of war who.had.denied being involved in the theft (R 203). Accused 
told Captain Liles that if the-.men struck the victim, it would be 
'.'forgotten about." Captain Liles, refused to participate in the strike 
ing of -the victim and this accused struck Captain .Liles on his cheek. 
However, he contends that he struck him very lightly only once with ’ 
his open hand. Because of the fact that the prisoners .themselves were 
agitated about the.prisoner of war who would not confess to his theft, 
this accused had him confined in the guardhouse temporarily to protect 
him from his.-fellow prisoners (R 204). Despite the . fact this accused;" 
struck the victim, he denied participation in the theft and Sergeant 
Palmer stepped forward and struck him (R 205). The other three accuser 
in this case were not present when this accused struck Captain Liles, 
Accused did not see the other three accused at any time strike pris¬ 
oners of war. There was no serious injury inflicted upon any of the: 
three victims that this accused struck in the office. w hen the non¬ 
commissioned officers complied with his orders and struck the victims 
with the leather strap, the only result was that their buttocks may 
have.been discolored a bit because of the fact that a thin strap was 
utilized in the striking (R 206), This acc-used denied that he ever 
struck Captain Liles except as stated in the cigarette stealing inci¬ 
dent. He did not recall the name of Roland. However, he may have 
been the one who denied the-theft of the cigarettes (R 208). This 
accused traveled to the main camp to report the escape of prisoner 
N'ann and did not return to the branch camp until three days after his 
capture (R 209). When accused saw prisoner Mann in the guardhouse, he 
was informed that his swollen face was caused by someone who struck 
him. He inquired of the guard as to the reason why Mann's hands were 
tied behind him and was informed that he had become violent and had ^ 
broken the glass in the guardhouse. The guard commander stated that 
Harm ate only half of the food given to him and the rest .of the food 
he threv/ on the floor.. Because accused was concerned about Harm's 
condition, he obtained bread from the kitchen and gave it to him. Ham 
appeared to be happy and smiled and ate the bread (R 211).. This 
accused tried to get aid fo,r Mann from Sergeant Yamanaka but Furushima 
ordered that he be left in the guardhouse (R 212).

4. Opinion . ■ 

.. The record is legally sufficient to support'the findings of 

the Commission, riach allegation of the charge, and specifications of 
which accused were found guilty was substantiated by ample and compe¬ 
tent evidence . The Commissionvwa.s constituted by proper authority and 
had jurisdiction of the accused and of thte offenses alleged; 

-'-he prosecuti.on introduced- evidence by former prisoners of war 
who took the stand and•testified and by affidavits of former prisoners 
?£ yf®?. w “0 had been interned in the camp, and were, in a position to know 
the facts of the matters in issue. From such the guilt of each of the 
accused was firmly established. 

In the charge against accused Hori h.is name is spelled "Hori" 
whereas, in the specifications his name is spelled "Horio. It is 
considered that this accused was in nowise prejudiced by this error "in 
view of the evidence which established that ! -e, beyond a reasonable 
doubt, was the person who allegedly committed the crimes of which he 
was found guilty. This is further substantiated by the fact that the 
defense made no objection to -the inconsistent in the spelling of 
accused's name. ... . ' 


A motion was made by the defense counsel that, because Sergeant 
.’■rill had read the, affidavits in support of the prosecution's case, his 
testimony should have been excluded (R 71). -''hen this fact was brought 
to the attention of the Commission it was then the duty of the Com¬ 
mission to evaluate his. testimony in light of the.circumstances. There 
is nothing in the record that would, tend to show ‘that his testimony was 
not discounted because of that reason. 


The defense desired to, introduce an affidavit, of accused Yama¬ 
zaki ■in evidence (R 1PF-1C9). Because of a remark that the President- 

(who was also Law I’ember*) made, that he had not before heard of such 
procedure, counsel for the defense elected to nut the accused on Jthe 
stand and. not to introduce the affidavit. The introduction of such, 
affidavits with a right of the prosecution to cross-examine has been a 
common practice in war crimes trials, and has* in the nast, contributed 
to expediting such-trials. ' 

The coipolete record shows that accused had 'a fair-trial and 
were.ably represented by competent counsel.. They took the stand and 
testified in their own behalf, A careful scrutiny of the entire record 
fails to disclose any error which injuriously affected the substantial 
rights of the accused.in any respect. There is no evidence that the 
accused were not sane at- the,time the alleged acts were committed,, and 
ap the time of. trial. f . .<■
